The Board is conscious that 
the water shortage has caused 
inconvenience and those homes 
that -have been affected have 
made a tremendous contribution 
to the community’s welfare. 
Without their water-saving efforts 
we would be in a serious situa- 
tion. The Board sincerely thanks 
the citizens. of Melbourne for 
their co-operation in bringing 
the water consumption under 
contral. 

The Board cannot promise re- 
lief from the current restrictions 
in, the foreseeable future, cer- 
tainly not until there are sub- 
stantial falls of rain in the 
catchments, which may not oc- 
cur until the winter. A survey 
of the catchments this week 
showed that they have never 
been in a drier state. 

In normal years summer means 
a great drain on the water stor- 
ages, particularly on days of 
high temperatures. This year 
we cannot afford to have high 
vises in consumptions and the 
Board earnestly requests all sec- 
tions of the community to keep 
a constant watch on their daily 
consumption:

USE. LESS WATER 


The shire council has been 
asked to curtail works that 
would require a quantity of 
water during the water short- 
age. : 
-The Board of Works water 
supply committee has asked the 
council if it would take action 
to ‘complete any roadworks 
within the municipality which 
necessitate the use of water as 
soon as possible, and that no 
new roddworks which require 
water be commenced: unless a 
supply of woter therefore can 
be made available from a 
source. other. than the Board’s 
system. 

The Committee wrote to the 
council. “As regards the ques- 
tion of the: Board prosecuting 
those persons who contravene 
the water restrictions, the 
Board is desirous of seeking 
your council’s assistance in this 
connection, 

Some of your officers fre- 
quently travel throughout the 
municipality, and the Board 
would be pleased if you would 
advise it if your council would 
be prepared to authorise any 
of its officers to act as inspec- 
tors for detecting breaches of 
the restrictions, and, if'so, fur- 
nish’ particulars of such -offenc- 
es. 

‘Yn the even of your council 
being able to. see its way clear 
to authorise any of: its officers, 
then the suggested procedure 
would be as follows:— 

(1) The officer interview 
the person concerned to estab- 
lish if a breach had occurred. 

(2) Im those cases where 
the officer believed a breach 
had occurred,.a short statement 
ot the facts to be then forward- 
ed to the Board, 

(3) The Board to issue pro- 
ceedings and be responsible 
for’ the conduct of the prosecu- 
tion.

The solid core of non-voters 
remains constant—at about 28% 
in spite of efforts made to in- 
fluence the apparently uninter- 
ested residents eligible to vote.

At some stage in our life- 
time, in cities such as Mel- 
bourne, we become aware of 
pollution of our atmosphere as 
a problem, a very serious prob- 
lem, to which there is no easy 
solution. This stage has been 
reached in many parts of the 
United States, England, Ger- 
many and other countries that 
we generally label as civilised. 


SMOG IS WORLD-WIDE - 
PROBLEM 

At one time the problem of 
smog appeared to be a feature 
of Los Angeles, its peculiar 
topography and wind movement, 
but today it is recognised in all 
centres of population. 

In fact, the Division of Air 
Poliution of the United States 
Public Health Service has esti- 
mated that any place inhabited 
by 50,000 or more persons will 
have enough moter vehicles to 
create a potential for an air 
pollution problem. 

There is a perpetual smog 
blanket over the industrialised 
section of the east coast of the 
United” State, stretching from 
Washington to Boston. 

If you take a plane out of 
Philadelphia, you can see the 
oil refineries lining the river 
and the smog blanket at 3000 
It is impossible to see the 
Manhattan skyline from New 
Jersey because of the innumer- 
able number of pollution sources, 
largely chemical plants, lining 
the New Jersey side of the Hud- 


.| Son. 


POLLUTION COSTS $11,000 
MILLION IN USA 

The cost of air pollution in 
the American community has 
been estimated at $11,000 million 
each year#in property - damage 
alone. Expenditure of some 
$3000 million each year could 
reduce this markedly. 

This $3000 million is made up 
of the following— 


@ $800m for motor ear exhaust 
gases; 


®@ $350m for waste disposal; 


@ $600m for sulphurous acid 
control; and. 


@.$1000m for industrial waste 
gas control. 


This is $1.30 per head of popu- 
lation each month. 

In Australian terms, where 
our activity is running at about 
1/40th ‘of the USA, this is equal 
to about $67,000,000. I doubt 
whether we are spending half of 
this amount in this country each 
year at the present time. 

I spent most of this visit in 
the City of Jitsburgh, long noted, 
together with Sheffield in Eng- 
land and Essen in Germany, as 
among the dirtiest towns in the 
world. 

Pittsburgh residents told me 
that one didn’t wear white shirts 
Pale car- 
pets were not used, and no one 
could hang out their laundry 
to dry. 


The direct cost of pollution in 
Pittsburgh was such that one de- 

partment store estimated that 
on one. winter day alone smog 
soiled merchandise so seriously 
that the cost in cleaning and 
markdowns amounted to $25,000. 

Only when Richard Mellon, the 
multi-millionaire president of 
the Mellon Bank, Pittsburgh's 
largest, backed the clean air 
campaign, did opposition to this 
fall off, and the new deal in air 
fér Pittsburgh become a reality. 

Today there is a 40% improve- 
ment on the days the sun is ob- 
served, and the air is at least 
as clean as Melbourne's. 

This is’due to the combination 
of air pollution control programs 
by industry, the public utilities, 
railways and municipalities on 
the one hand, and the use of 
smokeless fuel—natural gas and 
smokeless coal, stoker_fired—in 
homes, schools and offices. 

The cost was around $200m, 
and the saving was $26m, in 
cleaning bills alone. Household 
laundry bills dropped by $5.5m. 
Figures like this indicate that 
Unfortunately, 
pollution of the air tends to 
erep up, until, one day, we have 
a problem. 

Today, air pollution control is 
part of the political platferm of 
every USA politician who wishes 


Bj to be elected. 


























DAMAGES EVERYTHING 

Ordinary -air in New York, as 
in most arge cities, is filled with 
tons of pollutants; carbon mon- 
oxide from gasoline, diese] and 
jet engines; sulphur oxides from 
factories, apartment houses and 
powerplants; nitrogen oxides, 
hydrocarbons, and a broad 
variety of other compounds. 

These poisons are not so 
dramatically dangerous most 
days of the year, as they were 
last Thanksgiving Day in New 
York when 80 persons died. But 
steadily, insidiously. they dam- 
age virtually everything that 
exists. 

They aggravate respiratory 
problems in man—asthma, bron- 
chitis, lung cancer and emphy- 
sema. 

Emphysema, a lung disease, 
is one -of the fastest growing 
causes of death in the United 
States today. 

And it forces more than a 
thousand workers into early re- 
tirement every month. 

Polluted air corrodes machin- 
ery. It defaces buildings. It 
may shorten the life of whatever 
it touches—and it touches every- 
thing. 

‘This is not a problem of our 
largest cities alone. Many com- 
munities suffer days when the 
sun seems a pale orange ball 
hidden in a noxious cloud. 

Small towns, farmlands, forests 
—men, animals and plants—are 
all affected by the waste we re- 
lease into the air. 


CAUSES HUGE_ECONOMIC 
LOSS - 


The economic loss from pollu- 
tion amounts to several billions 
each year. But the cost in 
human suffering and pain is in- 
calculable. 

This situation does not exist 
because it was inevitable, nor 
because it cannot be controlled. 

Air pollution is the inevitable 
consequence of neglect. It can 
be controlled when the neglect 
is no longer tolerated. 

it should be noted that the 
administration of the United 
States has taken this up_as part 
of, the Great Society Program 
is’ an impressive way, ‘the Air 
Quality Act being signed just 
over a week ago. 

What are the pollutants in 
the. atmosphere and what are 
their sources? 


MAIN OFFENDER IS THE 
MOTOR CAR 

In the United States, the motor 
car is the principal offender. 
This is followed by manufac- 
turing industry, electrical power 
generation, domestic and. com- 
mercial space heating and_ re- 
fuse disposal. 

The major pollutant is carbon 
monoxide from motor cars—an 
estimated 250,000 tons is emitted 
daily into the air-over the United 
States, 3000 pounds for every 
1000 U.S gallons (ie., 800 im- 
perial gallons). 

The second. pollutant is sul- 
phur dioxide. Although only a 
small amount of sulphur is found 
in petrol, sulphur is’ present in 
coal and fuel oi! and many 
mineral deposits are in the form 
of sulphides. 

The other - pollution problems 
are hydrocarbons, the oxides of 
nitrogen and particulate matter. 
The main problems of the motor 
car are the carbon monoxide, the 
hydrocarbons, and the oxides of 
nitrogen. 

The greatest factory in any 
damage to plants is the hydro- 
carbon factor. Orange groves 
don’t have a chance when they 
are close to freeways. 

Sulphur dioxide emissions from 
thermal power stations, which 
account for 44% of the sulphur 
dioxide emitted, are increasing 
in size and number. 

These sources, as well as 
those from other industrial pro- 
cesses, represent the air pollu- 
tion problem for wihch technical 
and economic solutions are ae) 
ing actively sought. 


SURVEY IN ST. LOUIS 

The most complete survey has 
been carried out in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area. 

This survey has been carried 
out in two phases—The first be- 
ing a general study of the over- 
all air pollution problem to- 
gether with a study of public 
awareness and concern with air 
pollution, The second phase 
was a detailed survey of pollu- 


tion which appeared in eight) 


volumes. 





MELBOURNE NEEDS 
EXTENSIVE. SURVEY 
If we are going to control pol- 
lution effectively in our cities, 
surveys of this magnitude and 
extent must also be carried out 
here in Melbourne. 


Our balance of pollution 
sources here resembles that in 
the United States and it is my 
opinion that we will have to 
make much more elaborate de- 
terminations of our polbutants. 

Air pollution problems cannot 
be solved overnight by the wav- 
ing of magic wands over the 
offending sources. 


USA CARS BEING MODIFIED 

The motor car is the most 
widespread offender and the 
modification of motor car en- 
gine specifications to comply 
with the new U.S. State and 
Federal Legislation is in pro- 
gress. 


By the end of last year, some 
900,000 cars in California were 
equipped with exhaust control 
systems which will be routinely 
installed on 1968 cars. 


These cars have reduced the 
emission of unburned hydrocar- 
bons to 275 ppm. and of carbon 
monoxide to less than 1.5% or 
1500 ppm. 


Chrysler corporation achieve 
this by their “Clean Air Pack- 
age” or C.A.P. modifications.

General Motors and Ford have 
also changed their engine with 
similar modifications to comply 
with the new regulations. 

The alternative to the petrol 
engine is the electrica!ly-powered 
car, using either conventional 
batteries or fuel cells. Westing- 
house have a small car in pro- 
duction in which electrically 
driven milk vans have been in 
use in England for over 10 years. 


INCREASE PUBLIC _TRANS- 
PORT TO DECREASE CARS 
My own opinion is that we 
must not only reduce pollution 
from cars, but also reduce thé 
number of . cars by providing 
public transport. This is_ the 
trend in such areas as San Fran- 
cisco where the new Bay Area 
Hapid Transit System is being 
ui. 


The ‘most obvious pollutants 
of course are the particles, 
which can be seen from some 
cement factories, steel works, 
power plants, and other heavy 
industries. % 


We have our own red clouds 
over Port Kembla, although I 
see from a short note in the 
newspapers that BHP is spend- 
ing some $6,500,000 to eliminate 

ese. 


Of course, there are numer- 
ous problems for which, so far, 
no satisfactory solution has 
been found. 

Perhaps the industrial problem 
which the most work is being 
carried out on is the sulphur di- 
oxide problem from thermal 
power station electricity genera- 
tion. 

U.S. GOVERNMENT BACKS 

RESEARCH 

The United States Government 
is backing many research pro- 
jects into the control of pollu- 
tion in the universities. govern- 
ment research organisations and 
in industrial research labora- 
tories. 

The financial allocation by the 
US. Senate this year was $75m 
next year it will be $100m and 
$150m in the year 1970. Pro- 
posed government spending in 
this country on air pollution will 
be, to the best of my knowledge, 
non-existing as regards research 
and rather minimal otherwise. 

The numbers employed in the 
State and Country control agen- 
cies in the USA in 1961 aver- 
aged 1.3 per 100,000. That would, 
on a Victorian basis. have meant 
a staff of 10. And now six years 
later, the personnel will be 
much greater.
